DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 6-1 0 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Sheerin discloses a multi-user answering machine wherein the answering 
machine compares incoming caller ID information with the database, and when the 
database indicates that the caller ID is associated with an individual's mailbox, the 
machine routes an outgoing message associated with that individual's voice mailbox to 
the caller. However, Sheerin fails to teach that incoming calls for the same user of a 
mobile communication terminal are capable of receiving different call answering 
messages based on the received caller ID, and the time that the incoming call from a 
particular caller as identified by the caller ID is received, as specified in independent 
claim 6 and in the Argument of the Brief on Appeal. 

Claims 6-10 are allowed as being dependent upon independent claim 6, which 
has been allowed.
